THE SMUGGLING 
AGREEMENT 


It is all too seldom that 
observers of the current 
scene find themselves im- 
velled to offer congratula- 
tions to the Government on 
4 step marked by courage 
and far-sightedness. The 
introduction’ of the Smug- 
giihy Into China (Contro}) 
Ordinance’ does, however, 
merit praise, and it only re- 
mains for the Colony to re- 
ceive signs of appreciation 
from over the border of the 
spirit of co-operation activat- 
ing the gesture to encourage 
expectations of better under- 
standing all round: Long 
and patient negotiations were 
required before this parti- 
cular piece of Jegislation 
could be introduced, most of 
the patience being required 
at the Hong Kong end, in 
view of Nanking’s attempt 
to hold the local authorities 
to a demarcation line in the 
Deep Bay area to which they 
had never‘ agreed and never 
could have .agreed since it 
would have prohibited free 
access between, say, Cheung 
Chau and Un Long. The 
arrival-in the Colony of Mr. 
Chang Yu-fun, the Director-
